A group of Wheeling residents Is ask- 


ing the state division of waterways to In- 
vtMtlgato a "retention basin" constructed 
by developers of the Town Square Apart- 
ments, on Wolf Road just south of Dun- 
dee Hotul. 


The builn consists of a large square 


holt- dug Into Hie side of the Wheeling 
drainage ditch. There Is no separation 
between the basin and the creek, and 
thus vtntcr Is free to flow In and out of 
the bailn. 


Either Dnvls, IS E. Jeffrey Avc.. said 


she and the other residents feel the basin 
lt.it "grossly changed the contour of the 
drainage ditch at the rear of their prop- 
erty. We arc concerned that these 
changes could cause erosion, flooding to 
the adjacent properties and displacement 
of silt." she sold. 


The residents have sent a Icl'rr to the 


division of waterways 10 that Urn Mate 
will begin looking Into the matter. Mrs. 
Davis noted that the division of water- 
ways has certain rules gavci ninj| the 


way a watercourse can be altered. "We 
arc questioning the division of water- 
ways as to whether this type of work Is 
permissible," she said. 


STATE OFFICIALS, however, were un- 


available for comment on the matter. 


Mrs. Davis also said she Is concerned 


that the village has spent many thou- 
sands of dollars in developing a com- 
prehensive study on village flooding 
problems. She said a drastic change In 
the creek, such as the retention basin, 
might invalidate the stormwatcr and 
flood studies. 


"We are concerned that they would 


spend so much money on these studies 
and then allow someone to do this," she 
said. "I am concerned that if they allow 
some of those builders to do this, it will 
set a precedent for other builders." 


In addition, Mrs. Davis sold such a re- 


tention basin Is "literally digging out 
from under us" the plans for a proposed 
wildlife preserve along the creek banks.

Last week, the board filled 
the vacancies on all but three village 
commissions So for, only one person, 
Michael Mornn, has applied for the scat 
on the police and fire commission. 


would preserve the creek beds as an 
open area. 


VILLAGE MGR. George Passolt said 


he is not worried that the retention basin 
will cause problems with flooding and sll- 
tation. He said the village engineer has 
endorsed the basin as being sound water 
retention. 


"According to Larry Oppenlieimer, it's 


sound retention," he said. "In fact, we 
held them up for almost a year until he 
would build the kind of retention we 
wanted." 


Passolt noted that the site does not 


technically require any retention since it 
is only 4.5 acres. He said the Lyke Real- 
ty Co., developers of the project, have 
been cooperative in meeting the village 
requests for retention. 


The village manager said he was origi- 


nally worried that the basin would 
change the flow of the creek and result 
in erosion and slltatlon. "But It's remain- 
ing stagnant," he said of the water in the 
r e t e n t i o n basin. "It's not swirling 
around. I watched that purposely be- 
cause I'm most concerned about that." 


THE VILLAGE-has received several 


complaints about the retention basin, in- 
cluding one from St. Joseph the Worker 
Church. Passolt, however, said that he 
has been able to satisfy those people 
once he explained the way the retention 
basin worked. 


Passolt said he also did not feel the 


basin would affect the village's newly 
prepared stormwatcr and flooding report 
by changing the creek. "I don't think it's 
going to do anything to the creek," he 
said. 


The retention basin had been a big 


help during the recent rainy weather, ac- 
cording to Passolt. "It did hold one heck 
of a lot of water," he said.

COMBINED WITH upgraded track 
and operating procedures, this mod- 
ern Turbotrain may take over the 
short-run trips in the nation. Oper- 
ating now from Chicago to St. Louis, 
its 125-mph capability is not being 
tested because the trains are limited 
to 79 mph by old regulations. 


Train of future on tracks of past

They call It the train of the future, but 


putting the new Turbotrnln on the Chi- 
cago-St. Louis run Is like a new suit on 
an old man — It looks and feels better 
but doesn't make him young. 


"Wo are operating on an early 1900s 


plont with 21st century type of equip- 
ment." said Gene Glcndlnnlng, Amlrak 
district ante* manager In Chicago. 


The train Itself — exciting and sleek — 


hm to operate on outmoded rails under 
antique regulations. It can travel up to 
125 miles per hour, but Is limited to 7» 
m.p.h., the same as the old trains. It Is 
slowed even more on bad stretches of 
'track, and must yield to other trains 
'frequently. 
' In the rail yards, speeds arc 5 m.p.h. 
or less, adding several minutes to the 
travel time. It took half an hour on one 
trip ln.it week to get from the Mississippi 
Hlvcr crossing In the terminal in down- 
town St. Louis, creeping and halting nil 
the way. 


Tim delays arc not necessarily the 


fault of Amtrak. Since the trains have to 
run on existing railroad routes, they arc 
subject to the railroad rules and whims 
— In this case those of the Illinois Cen- 
tral & Gulf — and must comply with fed- 
eral and state regulations. 


THE TUItnOTIUINS ore given four 


hours and 59 minutes to make the Chi- 
ctifloSt. Louis run, but despite the fa- 
therly fretting and tinkering of several 
•Amtrak officials, It.seems to take at 
tvnit half an hour longer. 


Despite the troublesome conditions 


along part of the route, Glcndlnnlng said 
Amtrak Is working on Improvements and 
.alternatives that could greatly speed up 
HIP service. He said an alternate route is 
•being tested that would take the trains 
more directly Into St. Louis, avoiding 
part of the railroad freight yards that 
require slow speeds. Amtrak Is also seek- 
ing n 00-m.p.h. limit on the existing 
track, which the experts feel is a safe 
speed. With the >t m.p.h. leeway granted 
tn trains, the Turbotrain could operate 
up to 01 m.p.li. Instead of the present 70 
m.p.h. maximum. 


With the higher speed and some other 


minor adjustments, Glendinning sold the 
train could feasibly make the trip on a 
•I'rlmiir schedule, Instead of the present 
(Ivc tlwt stretches to Sb hours because 
of delays. 


The next step Is to build a St. Louis 


Amtrak station as convenient and acces- 
sible as Chicago's Union Station, termin- 
al for the north end of the Turbotrain 


In the shadow of the famous Gateway Arch at last — a little late, but rested. 


run. Glendinning sold St. Louis' Union 
Station Is a national landmark and thus 
can't be torn down or altered. Another 
rail terminal is planned In that city, with 
construction scheduled to begin In about 
a year. 


THE PHESENT St. Louis station plat- 


form Is rickety, with holes in the roof 
and rough sections where unused rails 
have been ripped out. Inside, the grand- 
iose architecture of better days — 
stained-glass windows, elaborate tnl- 
conics and ceiling adornment — IcVks 
down on empty corridors. 


Other changes Amtrak will have to in- 


corporate Include: 


• Closing off highway grade crossings 


or protecting them with gates. 


• Installing microwave telephones for 


faster crew and train-to-control commu- 
nications. 


• Designating some tracks for passen- 


ger trains only to exclude freight trains 
that now slow down or stop the Turbo- 
train periodically. 


THE TUKBOTRAIN Is but a small 


part of the total Amtrak plan that Is 2'i 
years old and striving to fill a gap in the 
nation's transportation system. 


Glcndlnnlng sold Amtrak hopes to be- 


come the primary transporter for short 
hauls. "We arc best suited for trips un- 
der 500 miles, and we can make money 
at It," he said, because airlines arc try- 
Ing to get rid of short trips that aren't 
profitable. Another target of the rail sys- 


tem Is the motorist who Is clogging the 
nation's highways at an ever-Increasing 
rate and wasting dwindling fuel supplies. 


The Turbotrain is the most modern tool 


at Amtrak's disposal, but is also provid- 
ing many headaches. Beginning with the 
special boat that had to be redesigned to 
bring the French-built trains to America, 
there have been minor problems in acK 
Justment to the rail system here. 


SOME CHANGES had to be made to 


meet U.S. safety standards. Others in- 
volve changes in habits of railroadmen. 
The French trains have controls on the 
left, while almost all American systems 
have controls on the right, and the Tur- 
botrolns do not need a fireman In the 
cab, although rail unions demand one 
anyway. 


Amtrak has been given the task of res- 


urrecting the dying railroad passenger 
system that caused the Penn Central, lor 


example, to rip out miles of Chicago-St. 
Louis track to save taxes (railroads are 
taxed at $4,000 a mile for right-of-way). 
The Penn Central track was parallel to 
the ICG, but when It was removed, it left 
a gap with only single track in the run 
and trains have to pull over and wait for 
each other. 


While the Turbotrain is getting its op- 


eration under control, Amtrak is contin- 
uing plans for other state-supported short 
runs radiating from Chicago. New routes 
planned for inauguration tills month or 
•next include trains (not Turbotrains) to 
Rockford, Frceport and Dubuquc, Iowa, 
and a run to Champaign. 


The Turbotrain itself may be extended 


to Milwaukee. Amtrak originally made 
that commitment but couldn't follow 
through when one of its new units was 
wrecked in Montreal last July.

Turbo ride exciting, 
but plagued by delays 


Sky-blue lapel buttons beckon, "Ride the Turbo!" as pas- 


sengers climb aboard the futuristic train in Chicago's Union 
Station, bound for Springfield or St. Louis. 


Riding the Supertrain begins with a feeling of excitement, 


an air of history being made. And in some small part, history 
is being made with the first turblce-powered train of this type 
in the United States. 


Several passengers are on the train for that reason — to 


say they have ridden one of the most modern trains in the 
nation. 


The seats and cars are modern, airy and cheerfully colored. 


Ail seats are coach and don't recline as much as some pas- 
sengers would like, but they do slip back a little. One clue — 
don't pull on the metal handle on the armrest to make the 
seat go back. It's an ashtray. Just slide forward on the scat 
and you'll get the desired result. 


ONCE THE TRAIN is rolling, two things become obvious — 


the train is quieter, and everyone stares at it. Old railroad 
men, yard workers, golfers, children, housewives, they all 
take a second or a third glance as the intruder from the 
future slips by the backyards of America. 


To expect an airplane-like ride Is asking too much. The 


train still rocks on the uneven rails, and the stops and starts 
come too often. But instead of staring at clouds, passengers 
are treated to pleasant country scenery, the state capital, a 
shack made from an old caboose, a deep rock quarry, and of 
course the Mississippi River and the St. Louis Gateway Arch. 
Occasional freight trains pass by in the other direction, and 
boxcars line the sidings bearing interesting names like Boga- 
lusa, La. 


The pleasant cars and the passing-panorama make the trip 


fun, although one wonders how the train will ever break out 
of the red ink. Of the 296 seats, only about 50 to 100 arc filled. 


AS THE strange squealing sound of the European horn fil- 


ters back from the engine, passengers begin working their 
way to the center of the 423-foot tram, where the cafeteria 
offers a change from traditional railroad fare. 


A bank of stainless steel shelves offers several varieties of 


breakfast or lunch items, all sealed in plastic. A passenger 
takes a small cardboard box and begins selecting items, hop- 
ing the train hits a smoother stretch of track when it comes 
time for the waiter to pour the coffee. 


A man at the cash register takes the plastic packets and 


places them in a microwave oven while he adds up the order. 
Passengers then select seats in the dining section, which has 
space for 24 at six small tables. 


Back at your seat, you can see that small boys still wave at 


trains from backyard dirtpiles, and motorists on the highway 
parallel to the tracks can't stop glancing at this unusual addi- 
tion to the railroad family. 


THE IDEA of driving almost 300 miles to St. Louis seems 


absurd after getting off the train. The strain on the eyes, the 
tired back from sitting so long without moving around — they 
don't happen on the train. Even better, you don't have to go 
through an irritating airport security system to get on or off 
the train. 


The only thing that might bother a passenger is the fact 


that he is sitting in a modern conveyance capable of smooth, 
high-speed operation, and he is still rocked around a bit and 
made to wait on sidings while other trains speed by. 


Every run seems to be delayed at least a half-hour, even 


though they start almost exactly on time. It appears an op- 
timist or an efficiency expert set up the schedule. With a few 
minutes lost at each stop and a half-hour getting through the 
railroad yards in St. Louis, the Turbotrain is obviously ham- 
pered and the schedule is impossible to keep. 


ONE ALTON man taking the train to Chicago for a con- 


vention said he was trying it out as an alternate to flying, but 
was a little disappointed when the Turbo was a half-hour late 
into Alton. He suggested that Amtrak promote the Alton sta- 
tion, with connecting bus service, to eliminate the delay in 
the St. Louis railyard.

In the United Nations, Egypt reported 


the first Israeli aerial attack of the war 
against an Egyptian city — Port Said on 
the Mediterranean coast. 


Egyptian Foreign Minister Mohammed 


Hassan El-Zayyat told the U.N. General 
Assembly of the attack on the ancient 
seaport at the northern end of the Suez 
Canal. Arab military communiques also 
reported the shelling of Port Said. 


Arab communiques continued to sound 


a victorious note despite the Israel offen- 
sive. Among other Arab claims was the 
capture of Qantara East on the East 
Bank of the Suez Canal. 


On the third day of the renewed Middle 


East conflict, Elazar said Israel had de- 
stroyed "many hundreds of tanks" on 
both fronts In an all-out drive against the 
two Arab armies which Invaded across 
the Golan Heights and the Suez Canal on 
Saturday, the Jewish Yom Klppur Day of 
Judgment. 


Elazar said Israeli forces had "not 


yet" crossed the Suez Canal Into Egypt. 
He would not say whether they intended 
to cro& the canal, whether they had al- 
ready crossed the Syrian border or if 
they intended to march on Cairo and 
Damascus. 


But he said pointedly that "cease-fire 


lines are not marked on the terrain" and 
Israel would attack "wherever it is nec- 
essary." 


"The troops are moving from our terri- 


tories nealnst the other side," he said. 
"We shall see in the next few days in 
what direction we shall go." 


In Cairo, a communique reported 


Egyptian armed forces pushed their ad- 
vance Into the Sinai Desert east of the 
Suez Canal and recaptured tho Israeli- 
occupied city of Qantara East, second 
largest city In Slnal. 


Cairo Radio broadcast a communique 


Monday afternoon which said "many" 
clashes took place through the day with 
the Israelis finally forced to withdraw af- 
ter "suffering heavy casualties in lives 
and equipment." 


SYMBOL OF the troubled Mideast, this building along 
the Suez canal was shattered in the 1967 fighting and 
since then has housed a United Nations unit, trying to 
oversee the uneasy truce in a no-man's land. That effort 


continues to be in vain, with Arabs and Israelis through 
the third day of a new war and the UN called on again 
to try to find some kind of solution. 


U.S. urges U.N. solution 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - The 


United States appealed Monday night to 
Israeli, Egyptian and Syrian armed 
forces to return to positions they held be- 
fore war broke out in the Middle East to 
open the way for "a solution for the 
tense and cancerous situation confronting 
us." 


"What we seek is not a war of words 


but a broad consensus which will enable 
the Council to put the full weight of Its 
influence behind the task of restoring 
peace so that the Middle East can be set 
on a new course pointing toward a better 
era In the region," U S. Ambassador 
John Scali told the U.N. Security Council. 


War at-a-glance: 


Scali said Washington had made no 


judgment as to constructive action to try 
to end the fourth Middle East war and he 
offered no proposals. 


Secretary General Kurt Waldhelm In- 


formed the Council that Egypt requested 
evacuation of U.S. military observers 
from the Suez Canal zone to Cairo. The 
observers reported they could not con- 
film reports that Israeli forces crossed 
the Gulf of Suez at the start of hostilities 
on Saturday. 


Scali said reports based on U.N. 


sources appeared to indicate that Syria 
started hostilities with air attacks in the 
Golan Heights and at the same time the 
first firing In the Suez front "was from 
west to east." 


The Security Council meeting, called 


by the United States, was to begin at 2:30 
p.m., but shortly before that time the 15- 


nation body's course of action still had to 
be discussed. The meeting was resche- 
duled to begin at 5 p.m., while the non- 
aligned nations discussed possible resolu- 
tions. 


The conflict was much in evidence at 


the U.N. In the morning, with Arab and 
Israeli spokesmen carrying their argu- 
ment to the floor of the General Assem- 
bly. 


They accused each other of starting 


the renewed warfare on Saturday, Syr- 
ia's deputy foreign minister charging Is- 
rael with "cowardly aggression" and 
launching an attack so massive that 
"there is no doubt it was part of a pre- 
meditated plan," and Israel's foreign 
minister saying he received a telegram 
from Israel six hours before hostilities 
began saying an attack was coming from 
the Arabs.

The Participants: 


Israel is fighting against Egypt and 


Syria. Both Arab nations, along with Jor- 
dan, lost territory to Israel In the six-day 
Middle East war of June, 1967. Jordanian 
troops were not reported involved in the 
latest outbreak of fighting, although 
there were several air Incidents. 


The Battlefields: 


Major fighting centers on two broad 


fronts, one to the southwest of Israel and 
the other to the northeast. The Egyptians 
and Israelis are fighting in the Sinai 
Peninsula, generally along the 102-mile- 
long Suez Canal, which runs from the 
Mediterranean Sea to the Gulf of Suez. 
The Israelis and Syrians are fighting for 
control of the Golan Heights, rough ter- 
rain ovci looking several Israeli settle- 
ments in the north. 


The Fighting: 


Battles broke out on both fronts Satur- 


day, with each side blaming the other for 
starting it. There were conflicting re- 
ports of successes, but both sides gener- 
ally agreed that Egypt managed to pour 
hundreds of tanks and a large Infantry 
force across the canal and Syria cap- 


tured, at least temporarily, portions of 
the Golan Heights. The latest fighting, 
the third day of the war, appeared to 
center on whether the Arab countries 
would make further advances or be push- 
ed back. 


History of the Conflict: 


This is the fourth Middle East war 


since Israel emerged as a state 25 years 
ago under a partition plan for Palestine 
ordered by the United Nations. The Is- 
raelis and the Arabs fought a year-long 
war in 1948 as the British mandate in 
Palestine came to an end, with the Is- 
raelis emerging with new territory under 
its control. When Egypt nationalized the 
Suez canal in 1956, Israel invaded the 
Sinai and captured new Egyptian territo- 
ry and troops. Israel withdrew to its old 
borders when the U.N. sent a peace- 
keeping force into the Sinai. War broke 
out again in June, 1967 and Israel scored 
quick gains, particularly in the air. The 
war was over hi six days, with Israel 
victorious and In control of the Sinai, the 
Golan Heights, Jordan's West Bank in- 
cluding all of Jerusalem. A US-spon- 
sored ceasefire went into effect in Au- 
gust, 1970. There have been several spo- 
radic flare-ups hi the interim. 


Nixon asks Brezhnev aid 


(From Herald news services) 


President Nixon, who cut short a Key 


Biscayne vacation stay to concentrate on 
diplomatic efforts to end the Mideast 
War, personally contacted Soviet com- 
munist party leader Leonid Brezhnev to 
enlist his help. 


Putting to the test a May summit 


meeting agreement committing their 
countries to avoiding situations that 
could lead to a direct confrontation, Nix- 
on's overture to Brezhnev was made Sun- 
day, and the President received a reply 
on his return to Washington shortly be- 
fore midnight. 


There was no Indication of Bre?hnev's 


response, but he said in Moscow — at a 
luncheon for Japanese Premier Tanaka 
— that the Soviet Union Is ready to con- 
tribute to moves to bring peace to the 
Middle East. 


Though he branded Israel the "aggres- 


sor," his remarks were seen as guarded, 
hinting at Soviet backing for efforts to 
achieve a cease-fire in the United Na- 
tions Security Council 


Nixon called in newsmen during a late 


morning meeting with Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger, and said of the contact 


with Brezhnev, "We are developing sup- 
port for a position which we hope and 
believe will be effective in stopping the 
fighting.1' 


The exchange with Brezhnev, and sev- 


eral made by Kissinger with all parties 
to the conflict, are part of a broad diplo- 
matic initiative to bring pressure on both 
sides to end the fighting and bring about 
a settlement of differences. 


Justice Dept.: no 'leaks' 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Justice 


Deportment denied Monday that it has 
engaged in "a campaign of news leaks" 
In the kickback allegations involving 
Vice President Splro T Agncw, but said 
it would allow Its senior officials to re- 
spond to Agnew's subpoenas to answer 
questions. 


In a 17-page memorandum personally 


handed to U.S. District Judge Walter E. 
Hoffman, the department said Agnew's 
lawyers could not support their charges 
that the department had engaged In such 
a campaign. 


"They are engaged in an attempt to 


confuse the Issues and to halt a legiti- 
mate Investigation by the common de- 
fense tactic by trying the prosecutor," 
tho memorandum said. 


Agnew's lawyers had filed motions to 


halt the investigation by the special fed- 
eral grand jury in Baltimore into 
charges that Agncw received kickbacks 
from contractors and architects when he 
was Baltimore County executive and 
Maryland governor. The grand jury is ex- 
pected to begin Its third week of hearing 
testimony today. . 


Agnew's lawyers charged there had 


been a "malicious campaign" of leaks 
that prejudiced the case against him. 
The lawyers also subpoenaed several re- 
porters In an attempt to force them to 
answer questions about government 
sources for their leaks. 


Earlier Monday, lawyers for the re- 


porters filed a motion In 'U.S. District 
court In Baltimore to extend from Thurs- 
day to Oct. 18 the date which the report- 
ers would be under order to appear in 


court with their stories and notes. If this 
motion were granted, it was believed the 
lawyers would file a motion by Monday 
to quash the subpoenas. 


The department said it had-made "vig- 


orous efforts" to discover whether its 


personnel had leaked facts. 


"But since the unsupported charges 


made by counsel for the vice president 
are serious, the department wishes to 
meet them head on and meet them 
now," it said. 


'Spies' for Nixon campaign 
on committee agenda 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 


Watergate committee resumes public 
hearings today by summoning-two al- 
leged spies for President Nixon's cam- 
paign organization. 


The committee planned to hold hear- 


ings through Thursday and then recess 
for two weeks along with the Senate A 
spokesman said the members hoped soon 
to conclude their Inquiry Into 1972 cam- 
paign "dirty tricks" and quickly turn 
their attention to campaign financing. 


Sam Dash, the committee's chief coun- 


sel, said the first two witnesses to be 
called this week would be John "Fat 
J a c k " Buckley and Michael W. 
McMinoway, code-named "Sedan Chair 
II" 


The counsel refused to comment on re- 


ports that the panel had subpoenaed 
records of four hotels In Key Blscayne, 
Fla.., as part of an investigation into an 
alleged $100,000 donation to the Nixon 
campaign by billionaire recluse Howard 
Hughes. 


The Washington Post and the Los An- 


geles Times reported Sunday that the 
committee subpoenas sought the hotel 
registration dates of 19 persons, mostly 
Hughes associates, but also Nixon's 
friend, C. G. "Bebe" Rebozo; Nixon's 
brother, Donald, and Watergate con- 
spirators E. Howard Hunt and G. Gordon 
Liddy. 


Former Hughes aide Robert Mahew 


testified in a deposition in federal court 
in Los Angeles that his billionaire boss 
arranged to give $100,000 to the Nixon 
campaign in 1969 and 1970 through He- 
bozo, the newspapers said. 


Buckley, a former government em- 


ploye, has been identified by previous 
witnesses as a go-between who carried 
information to Hunt from a spy in the 
organization of 1972 Democratic presi- 
dential contender Edmund S. Muskle. 


McMinoway allegedly spied on the 


Democratic campaign organization of 
Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey.

"It all de- 
pends on what the officer sees on the 
street.

A $15 fine is usually slapped on a first 


time offender In Mount Prospect. 


"If it's just 15 or 20 minutes past cur- 


few, the officer might give them a ride 
home," said Sgt. Ralph Doney of the 
Mount Prospect Police Department. 


He noted that in the summer of 1972 a 


rash of nighttime vandalism occurred. A 
special squad of about 10 men patrolled 
the village from 10 p.m. to 2 a.m. to en- 
force curfew, and property damage de- 
creased, he said. 


CHUCK WEIDNER, youth officer for 


the Buffalo Grove PoUce Department, 
said, "We give a little leeway. Every- 
one's entitled to be a little late some- 
times." 


He added that it is mostly the state law 


that is enforced and that most of the of- 
fenders caught are from out of town. 


Des Plalnes police generally enforce 


their city curfew, and fines average 
about $25. Station adjustment is used. 
However, Sgt. Ken Fredericks of the Des 
Plaines Police Department said, 
"It's 


pretty well cleared out by then. About 
the only time we have curfew violators Is 
when there Is a school dance and the 
kids didn't get home in time." 


PALATINE police pattern their en- 


forcement after the state statute. "Their 
(youngsters') 
youthfulness sometimes 


gets them into trouble," said Sgt. Gordon 
Mosby of the Palatine Police Depart- 
ment. 


In Wheeling, where the village ordi- 


nance is the same as the state, first- 
timers are the ones usually found out af- 
ter curfew. Sgt. Bill Ralston of the 
Wheeling Police Department explained, 
that 16-and 17-year-olds are the most 
common curfew violators because of 
their mobility'and extended freedom. 


Rolling Meadows Police Chief Lewis 


Case said a citation is issued to the offen- 
der and that he must have his parents 
sign it and turn it in. The second time, a 
youth can be fined up to $25. 


"In most instances, they're walking 


home just a little late," the police chief 


said. "Then the officer might drive them 
home." 


"Kids around here are pretty good," 


Case said. "Our town has got that kind of 
reputation for parental guidance." 


SCHAUMBURG policemen generally 


enforce the state curfew law. Station ad- 
justment is the common requirement. 


Schaumburg Police Chief Martin Con- 


roy said he thinks getting the parents out 
of bed In the morning is a good idea. 


"I don't think parents like to get out of 


bed at one or two in the morning," Con- 
roy said. "Maybe it's better that the par- 
ents do the chastising." 


He added that a youngster caught up 


to a half hour past curfew would prob- 
ably get a "talking to." 


"We want to enforce laws. We want to 


do so as to win the respect of the youth 
in the community," he said.

Bloodhounds trained 
New sleuths: 
Darling and Lady

Chicago police are training three new 


rookies for investigative work as super 
sleuths. 


But the rookies are not policemen — 


they are police bloodhounds recently ac- 
quired for the department's canine train- 
ing center at 320 Touhy Ave., Des 
Plaines. 


The hounds — Darling, 6; Lady and 


Big Red, both 10 months — are being 
integrated into what was previously an 
all-German Shepherd outfit, according to 
Lt. Robert O'Toole, supervisor of the dog 
training unit. 


"The state penal farm at Vandalia is 


phasing the dogs out of their program so 
we took them," O'Toole said. 


The dogs will be used for anything 


from sniffing out criminals to searching 
buildings and tracking down lost chil- 
dren, according to O'Toole. 


O'TOOLE SAID the use of bloodhounds 


is a test program to see how they will 
perform as police dogs. "If it's deter- 
mined the hounds are giving us some- 
tiling the shepherds don't, they'll be 
maintained on a regular basis." 


During the training at the Des Plaines 


school, the dogs will be oriented to the 
tasks of big city sniffing. "These dogs 
are basically' farm-oriented," O'Toole 
said. "There's a big difference in 'the 
types of scents a police dog will encoun- 
ter in the city as opposed to a farm area 
so they'll have to be reoriented." 


At the center, police put the dogs 


through an obstacle course consisting of 
a series of jumps, climbs and platforms 
designed to train the dogs in various 
sniffing and tracking techniques. 


Police dogs are used on patrols in 


high-crime areas in Chicago on a regular 
basis where the sniffing and tracking. 


, abilities of a dog are most needed by . 


police. 


O'TOOLE MENTIONED certain Chi--' 


cago parks, areas in the loop, and CTA 
elevated train platforms "where crime ' 
patterns develop" as places where the 
dogs arc used most frequently. 


The bloodhounds will probably not be • 


used on routine patrols, O'Toole said but 
\\ ill be saved for special tracking assign-' 
mcnts. 


"Bloodhounds are excellent sniffers, 


but just don't have the natural protective 
instinct towards their handlers that Ger- 
man Shepherds do." 


During training, each dog is handled 


and cared for exclusively by a single of-. 
ficcr assigned to the dog. When not train- 
ing at the center, the dogs remain at 
home with their handler. 


German Shepherds become protective' 


of their handlers whereas the blood- 
hounds are not that "aggressive," he 
said. 


"Police dogs seem to enjoy their work 


too," O'Toole said. "They always seem . 
to be anxious to go with their officer."' 
The average police dog sees about eight 
to 10 years of service on the 47-dog unit, 
he said.

Arlington Park Race Track has doubled 
in the one month the depot has been 
open, a Chicago and North Western Ry. 
spokesman said yesterday. 


An average of 550 passengers are now 


boarding commuter trains at Arlington 
Park, compared to about 275 people dur- 
ing the first week the station opened 
Sept. 1. 


At the current passenger level, the 


railroad says it is projecting additionally 
yearly revenues in excess of $100,000. 


Joseph Marrcn, assistant director of 


public affairs for the North Western, said 
the ridership was "larger than we had 
hoped for" for this time of year. 


More than 300 cars arc now parking in 


the lot adjacent to the Arlington Park 
station. There is room for 800 cars. 


Use of the Arlington Park stop has 


eased slightly congestion at the Arlington 
Heights depot, the largest suburban com- 
muter station in the Chicago area. 


SALES OF monthly commuter passes 


for the Arlington Heights station dropped 
103, from 3,022 to 2,899, between Septem- 
ber and October. Monthly ticket sales 
dropped' in Palatine from 1,707 to 1,722, 
according to Marrcn. 


At Arlington Park, monthly passes 


jumped from 0 to 412. 


The race track stop was the first new 


lines since 1925, Marren said. 


The depot, built by the Village of Ar- 


lington Heights at a cost of $100,000, was 
contemplated In the I960 annexation 
agreement between Arlington Park and 
the village. 


Over $300,000 was spent on the entire 


facility, with the railroad paying for all 
track and platform work and the race 
track meeting the expenses of parking 
and fencing.

The women's liberation movement is 


much more accepted by America's 
middle class women than by their sisters 
called the blue collar wives. 


It is on the blue collar housewife, how- 


ever, that "lib" 
shows its influence 


"most dramatically." 


These are conclusions reached in a 


new study devoted primarily to the 
changing pattern of the working class 
woman's life. But along the way, the re- 
searchers looked into social changes af- 
fecting the next step in status, the so- 
called middle class. 


"Women's Lib as a movement Is 
... 


much more accepted by middle class 
women," say the researchers. "They ac- 
cept its goals and are less sensitive to it 
as derogatory toward homemaking, prob- 
ably because they have not been as com- 
pletely subordinated to the homemaker's 
role. 


"HOWEVER. TO many of them the lib 


• movement is a causa which they accept 
without reference to themselves.' Few 
feel that anything will be much different 
in their own lives because of it, for they 
like to believe they have always been lib- 
erated and in no need of any organiza- 
tion to break their chains. 
' "The middle class woman, thus, is 
more concerned about the cause than the 
results of women's lib, while the working 
class woman rejects the cause but ac- 
cepts the results." 


These are statements in a summary of 


a study done by Social Research, Inc., a 
Chicago-based national social and mar- 
keting research organization. 


Heading the research team was Dr. 


Burleigh B. Gardner, founder in 1946 and 
now board chairman of the research 
group. Social Research did •the study for 
Macfadden Women's Group, publishers 
of eight mass circulation magazines. 


THE LATEST research is the first in 


detail since 1965, although Dr. Gardner 
says that since the late '40s "we have 
been examining the working class wom- 
an." 


The new report includes a look at the 


social changes of the middle class be- 
cause, as Gardner says, "you have to 
look at both to get a balance." 


To repeat, Gardner says, the blue col- 


lar wife's life was once "captive of the 
triangle of husband, children and home 


,» 


She once was considered the most 


stable element of American society. But 
no more. Gardner says these women, 
married to craftsmen, factory and ser- 
vice workers, 
have awakened 
from 


"sleeping giantesses" and "our society 
will never be the same again." 


ON THE EFFECT "lib" has had on 


working class women, Gardner reports, 
"to the spokesman for women's lib, we 
can say, 'Take heart; you represent a 
cause whose time has come and have 
a following greater than you know.' " 


Apparently, though, the working class 


women aren't immersed totally in liber- 
ation causes. 


As the researchers state, "While work- 


ing class women share... the conviction 
that women should have equality with

Chile murder unnecessary 


Tlic murder of Frank Tcruggi Jr. 


in Chile last week should not have 
happened, and judging from our 
government's handling of it, it ap- 
pears it could have been pre- 
vented. 


Lust week the body of Tcruggi, a 


2.'l-ycor-old DCS Plaincs resident 
and an economics student at the 
University of Chile, was identified 
In a Santiago morgue. 


According to his roommate, Da- 


vid Hatliaway, Tcruggi had been 
arrested on Sept. 20 and had been 
last seen alive the following day, 
when Hathaway was released from 
a makeshift prison. 


From available accounts, To- 


ruggi's personal library contained 
stomp Marxist Iwoks. for ho was 
a student of the Allcnde govern- 
ment and was working as a trans- 
Jator. The books arc perhaps the 
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major reason Teruggi was shot to 
death. 


Theoretically, Tcruggi was to 


have been protected by State De- 
partment personnel in the Ameri- 
can embassy. Theoretically, he 
should have been shielded from 
violence — and, theoretically, the 
embassy should have kept close 
tabs on what was happening to 
American citizens at the height of 
the September bloodbath. 


Theory, however, did not become 


reality. Frank Tcruggi, an Ameri- 
can citizen, was executed. In the 
wake of his death one must ask 
questions: 


— Why, for example, did the em- 


bassy allow Tcruggi to be captured 
by the military? On Sept. 17, three 
days before Ills arrest, Teruggi 
sought airline tickets from his par- 
ents — a sign lie was trying to get 
out of Chile. Why wasn't he urged 
to accept asylum in the American 
embassy? 


— Why did no one in the State 


Department seem to know where 
Teruggi was after he was arrested 
— and if they did know, why were 
they unsuccessful in freeing him 
from the clutches of the junta? 
Why did TeruRKi's body remain in 
the morgue until Oct. 3, a consid- 
erable time after the apparent exe- 
cution? 


— Finally, why did the State De- 


partment's confused and muddled 
statements about the number of 
Americans held by the junta pro- 


long the tragedy for Teruggi's par- 
ents? 


U.S. Rep. Sam Young, R-lOth, 


has called for answers from the 
State Department on this outrage 
— and U.S. Sen. Charles Percy, 
R-I11., has charged the State De- 
partment with apparently failing to 
meet its responsibilities during this 
affair.

The simplest explanation: 
An over-production of population which 


increases at the rate of 60 million per 
your and under-production of food. 


"Absolute" poverty ho defined as a 


"condition of life so degraded by disease, 
illiteracy, malnutrition, ami squalor as to 
deny its victims basic human necessi- 
ties." 


On the other hnnd, among developing 


nations It hns been found that 55 per cent 
of the national income goes to the upper 
20 per cent of the population and only 
five per cent to the lowest 20 per cent. 


Partly as result world bank emphasis 


Is shifting to the agricultural sector of 
tlio developing countries with a view to 
Increasing production and Improving 
the lot of the small farmer. 


In this connection, Iho OECD has 


drawn up a list of the 25 least-developed 
countries of the world and a composite 
picture of the world's poorest farmer. 


Of the 23 poorest countries, one, Haiti, 


is In the western hemisphere, 16 are In 


central or southern Africa, four arc in 
Asia, one, Yemen, is in the Arabian pen- 
insula and the others are the Maldives in 
the Indian Ocean, Western Samoa in the 
Pacific and Laos in Southeast Asia. 


The composite poorest farmer Is illiter- 


ate, works mountainous, desert, grass- 
land or salt-pan terrain at least 20 miles 
from a road and even farther away from 
a health service or school. 


As a comparison, the average Ameri- 


can intake of calories is about 3,000 per 
day divided about equally between ani- 
mal products and starches, sugar and ce- 
reals. It remained stable even during the 
summer's meat shortage. In contrast, 
two thirds of the world's population gets 
less than 2,000 calories per day, mostly 
starch and sugar, or less than it got 10 
years ago. 


For the present state of affairs, 


McNamara blamed both the rich, indus- 
trialized nations (he named specifically 
the United States) and the developing 
nations themselves.

The United States aid program, once 


tops in the world, now ranks 14th among 
the 16 nations who are members of the 
Organization for Economic Development 
and Cooperation. 


On a percentage basis, the tendency

among rich nations has been to reduce 
their aid in comparison to their own eco- ToitlOlTOW 
nomic growth. It has been estimated that 
by 1975 affluent nations will be giving 
only about half the 0.7 per cent of their 
gross national product (GNP) that the 
United Nations has defined as a reason- 
able goal.

HOLLYWOOD - Big motion pictures 


broadcast by network television continue 
to trample opposition programming in 
the ratings in the new video season. 


Some of the most successful shows on 


television — the Mary Tyler Moore, Bob 
Newhart and Carol Burnett series — 
were whipped solidly by top movies In 
the program rankings for the week end- 
ing Sept. 23. 


It is difficult for a network to get a 


real line on a new scries, In terms of 
audience appeal, if it is burled for a 
number of weeks early in the season by 
hit movies. 


On the other hand; networks cnn pro- 


tect themselves in the ratings race by 
getting the broadcast rights to a reason- 
able number of top motion pictures each 
season. 


Considering today's shorter season, 


high sponsor stakes and brief proving pe- 
riod for new shows, a network that filils 
to land a good supply of big motion pic- 
tures can find itself in a ratings predica- 
ment. 


AT ANY HATE, television keeps pour- 


ing on the hit movies: On'Nov. 8, CBS- 
TV offers "The Graduate." On Nov. 1, 
the same network presents "Bullltt." 
And on Oct. 21, ABC-TV reruns "Love 
Story." 


As for those ratings for the week end- 


Ing Sept. 23, four of the 10 top broadcasts 
in the national popularity statistics were 
motion pictures. "Bonnie and Clyde" 
ranked No. 1 against all comers, "Tora! 
Tora! Tora!" came in fourth, "Cool 
Hand Luke" was ninth and "Play JMy 
for Me" finished 10th. Furthermore, 
"Funny Girl" came In 14th, and "Rose- 
mary's Baby" ranked 25th. 


What happened to the series of New- 


hart, Miss Burnett and Miss Moore is 
that NBC-TV's "Cool Hand Luke" and 
ABC-TV's "Rosemary's Baby" were both 
against them on the same night — and 
flattened them. 


Miss Moore's show finished 34th in the 


ratings, Newhart's was 39th and Miss 
Burnett's 47th. All three of these series 
are usually right up there near the top. 


The movies made an even greater im- 


pact in the same week's 70-city rankings, 
in which four of the top seven broadcasts 
were motion pictures. 
"Bonnie and

• ABC-TV's recent showing of the film 


"Evel Knievel," about the daredevil mo- 


torcyclist, registered potent ratings, and 
now the trade press says CBS-TV tons 
made a development deal for a possible 
"half hour action series" based on the 
movie. The title role in the movie was 
played by George Hamilton. 


• The trade press also says the British 


Broadcasting Corp. has bought rights to 
"Cleopatra" (the hugely expensive ver- 
sion with Elizabeth Taylor, Richard Bur- 
ton and Rex Harrison) and is figuring on 
it as a Christmas season special. 


CBS-TV last Friday presented a new, 


half-hour situation comedy series, "RoJl 
Out!" focusing on the exploits of two 
black drivers In the World War II army 
truck unit known as The Red Ball Ex- 
press. Stu Gllliam and Hilly Hicks are 
very capable performers in the starring 
roles, but the debut, which deals with ef- 
forts to placate a tough sergeant with a 
personal problem, is not up to the ability 
of the cast.

Problem ivith gall bladder 
calls for a special diet 


My doctor Iclls ntc 1 have a gall lilnd- 


dor that Is not working, so I liuvo (o 
\valch what I cnt. He said he woiilil lint 
give me ti regular gall bladder diet so I 
don't need that, but I have broiled incut 
and poultry and I wondered about ollirr 
things. If 1 should 
cat 
them 
or 
not. 


Should I cnt fresh fruit or canned fruit, 
nlint vegetables? I freeze soup and tlu-n 
Inkc the hardened fat out before I cnt It. 
Would you please give me a general idea 
of what I should cat? 


Your doctor seems to think you are 


getting along all right with your present 
program or he would have given you a 
more specific list of foods. Mnnv people 
with nonfunctionlng gall bladders get 
along fine on a regular diet but others do 
not. 


If a person has a bad gall bladder and 


for one reason or another an operation if, 
not performed, the usual approach to the 
diet is to limit fat as much as possible. 
When the bllnry system is blocked or ob- 
structed in some degree there Is a ten- 
dency for a marked rise in the blood cho- 
lesterol and fats which may Increase 
heart and circulatory problems. The fat, 
however, is usually restricted to prevent 
or eliminate symptoms of gas and bloat- 
ing and painful attacks that some 
patients have. 


To follow a low fat diet you need to use 


only the very lean meats — like round 
steak with nil the fat removed, fortified 
skim milk Instead of whole milk, fryer 
chicken (remove the skin before eating) 
and young turkey (also remove the skin). 
The chicken should be baked, stewed. t>r 
broiled and all frying should be avoided. 
Fish are fine and you should select the 
low fat fish such as the white fish group 
which includes sole or flounder. Egg 
yolks, chocolate, nuts, oils, fatty dress- 
ings, margarine, butter, cheese (except 
uncrvnmcd or low fat cottage cheese), 
fat meats such as fat pork and desserts 
containing fat should be avoided. 


AIANY PEOPLE DO not realize that 


cakes, cookies and sweet rolls all contain 
lots of fat. There is usually more fat in 
commercial cakes (except angel food 
cnkc) and those made from ordinary 
home recipes than there Is in many cuts 
of beef. The same applies to many pies. 


So, you can eat lean meats, poultry, 


fish, fortified skim milk, egg whites, 
sweets that do not include fats, such as 
jellies, jams, apple butter, but not elm- 
dies, ice cream or most cakes and pics.

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Master plan seas 56,000 by 1990 
Village's population 
may double in five years

Buffalo Grove Li going through a perl* 


ml of rapid development .that could result 
In (lie village doubling Its population In 
the next five years. 


Village Mgr. Daniel Larson predicted 


yesterday tlic village's population will 
grow from Hi present figure of about 
I9.2BO to between .13,000 and '10,000 by 
19711. 


There nrc at least 12 major housing 


developments cither under construction 
or In the planning stages, which will sub- 
stantially increase the population. 


TDK VILLAGE master plan, soon to 


be adopted by the village board, predicts 
the village will have n population of 
01,000 persons by 1990. It calls for village 
expansion to unincorporated areas pri- 
marily north and cast of the village in 
Lake County. 


Uy 1990, the master plan shows village 


expansion north to III. Rt. 22 and cast to 
Milwaukee Avenue. The boundaries now 
extend to about Bunch Road on the north 
and Buffalo Grova flood on the cast. The 
village's western boundary near Arling- 
ton Heights Itoad and Its southern bound- 
ary near Dundee Hoad is not expected to 
change. 


In 1970, when the population was IZ.OW) 


persons, there were 3,092 dwelling units 
in Hie village. In 1072, there were 4,274, 
an Increase of 38 per cent. Larson pre- 
dict* s.ooo to 0.000 units will be construct- 
ed In the next five years. 


OFFICIALS feel the growth Is good for 


the village. In their opinion, the ideal 
size for a community Is between 30.000 
and 70,000 persons. "When a village gets 
to that she. It Is able to provide a varie- 
ty of services to meet the needs of all the 
people," Larson said. 


Before n community reaches that size. 


Larson said It often Is unable to afford 
same services because of a limited tax 
base. One example of this Is the village's 
lack of n municipal fire department. Lar- 
son snld when the population Incrcas.cs, 
so will lax revenues, thus making a mu- 
nicipal department feasible. 


At the present time, 50 per cent of the 


village area consists of homes, Ki.5 per 
cent of schools and parks, 2.5 per cent of 
commercial areas and 23 per cent of 
streets and utilities. 


Although development trends in the vil- 


lage are leaning toward townhousc, con- 
dominium and apartment construction, 
the master plan predicts the village will 
remain primarily a single-family home 
community. However, among 12 major 


developments planned for the village 
over the next five years, only one will 
consist of single-family homes. 


The development, Strathmorc Grove, 


planned by Levitt and Sons Inc., will con- 
sist of 135 single-family homes. The mul- 
ti-family developments could number al- 
most (1,000. While many officials prefer 
single-family homes, they do not think 
the vast amount of multi-family units 
will cause any serious problems. The tax 
revenues generated by single-family and 
multi-family dwellings arc about thu 
same. 


IN SOME CASES', Larson said, multi- 


family dwellings do not require as many 
village services as single-family homes. 
One example of this is in the case of 
park district facilities. 


Since many condominium and town- 


house developments have recreation cen- 
ters, swimming pools, playgrounds and 
parks for their residents, they do not 
place a burden on village park facilities, 
Larson said. At the same time, the resi- 
dents arc still paying taxes to the park 
district, he added. 


At the present time, about 15 per cent 


of the units In the village arc rentals. 
This percentage Is not expected to 
change significantly. Almost all the de- 
velopments under construction or In the 
planning stages call for individual own- 
ership of each unit. 


Larson feels It would be impractlc.il to 


construct low-Income housing In the vil- 
lage at the present time. He said taxes 
and the cost of living in the village would 
make It difficult for n low-Income family. 


In addition, the village docs not have 


transportation facilities or the type of 
employment that would attract low-in- 
come families. The type of industry Buf- 
falo Grove hopes to attract will probably 
need skilled workers rather than un- 
skilled. 


Larson said he Is opposed to devel- 


oping an area and designating it ns low- 
or moderate-Income housing. He snld 
such a designation is embarrassing and 
degrading to the families moving into It. 
"If we're going to have It I prefer doing 
it with as little fanfare as possible," he 
said. 


ALTHOUGH there is no Industry in the 


village at the present, about 700-ncres 
near the Soo Line Railroad tracks has 
been designated for that purpose. It's 
predicted that It will be five to seven 
years before the area is developed. 


"The demand to develop It is not there 


now, but It will be," Larson said. "When

We had heard too 
acres of It was going to be declared sur- 
plus, so wo Included development of it in 
the low referendum. Well, It wasn't sur- 
plus after all, so wo had tto change tho 
referendum around," Thornton said of 
his first attempt to get part of the 137- 
acro silo. 


To Thornton, and pork officials, the 


Nike base Is an open plum In the midst 
of rapid urban and suburban sprawl. It 
Is, according to him, one of the last big 
land parcels tho district could acquire at 
a minimum of monetary outlay. 


"Open land Is needed In this growth 


area. We have about 3SO acres of open 
land for 70,000 residents and the min- 
imum ratio Is 10 acres per 1,000 people. 
So you can sec, we're In bod shape. Even 
with tho entire base, we'd still be well 
below that standard," he said. 


THE PARKS SCORED their first victo- 


ry In Improving the ratio In August when 
13 acres of the base wore deeded to the 
district. The land, across from Northwest 
Community Hospital, was outside the 
perimeter fence of the base. 


A small nine-hole golf course was 


planned for the site, but the district took 
the advice of David Gill, a golf course 
architect, and left the land In "passive 
use." Tho plans were scrapped In favor 
of waiting for the Navy land and even- 
tually the Army acreage. 


"Why a golf course? Well, It's the best 


possible use for the land. There is no 
need for more picnicking areas — It's not 
suitable for that anyway," Thornton 
snld. 


According to him, a golf course on the 


land represents the best use because: 1. 
Golf courses are good revenue-producers. 
2. The land could be used for winter rec- 
reation. 3. Storm water basins could be 
Incorporated Into the course to alleviate 
flooding In the village. 


"We have found golf courses to be very 


good revenue-producers. Wo checked all 
around the area, and we don't know of 
any that aren't a success," Thornton 
said. 


THORNTON'S timetable calls for ac- 


quiring the Navy land from GSA around 
the first of the year, construction of a 
nine-hole course, followed by acqulstlon 
of the Army land and completion of a full 
IS-holc course with a clubhouse. 


The first task is just about assured, 


according to persons close to land trans- 
fer. A spokesman for Rep. Crane said no 


other bids for the Navy land are fore- 
seen. 


The parks retained architect Gill at a 


cost of $5,000 to develop plans for the 
base. This was done to present the feder- 
al government with concrete proposals 
for the land; a necessary step in gaining 
"surplus" land. 


There is another aspect the govern- 


ment wants to know about: what is the 
cost and how will it be financed? 


"A very round, ballpark figure for the 


entire 18 holes and a clubhouse would be 
around $1. million," Thornton 
said. 


"We're still debating about the financing. 
We can have revenue or general obliga- 
tion bonds. Revenue bonds would have to 
be paid off before money (from a golf 
facility) could go to other things, with G. 
0. bonds, the money can go around while 
they are being paid off. Our consultants 
with the National Golf Federation tell us 
G.O. bonds have a very good record of' 
passing. Offhand, I can't think of any 
that haven't passed for a golf course." 


THE ARMY IS not likely, to give up the 


Nike base without a struggle. It has been 
termed "vital to the air defense of the 
Chicago metropolitan area", by ' base 
commanders. 


Questions arc now being raised wheth- 


er the base and armaments it commands 
would be effective in cose of a missile 
attack. Its use as a National Guard depot 
Is also coming under scrutiny from area 
legislators. 


According to a Crane spokesman, the 


congressman has been making "in- 
quiries" about the actual use of the base. 
He met this spring with homeowners 
near the base and said he "will go to 
bat" for a park on the site. 


Sen. Adlal Stevenson III has also taken 


up the park district banner to acquire 
the land. He toured the base In May and 
met with residents and park officials pri- 
or to the government's decision to de- 
clare the first 13 acres surplus. 


A spokesman for the senator said, "We 


are looking into the matter to see if the 
Army's claims of necessity arc justi- 
fied." 


AMONG TIIE questions to be answered 


are whether the facility with its National 
Guard component could be moved to Ft. 
Sheridan and whether the base provides 
adequate protection in case of an enemy 
attack. 


The spokesman continued, "The sena- 


tor has been a long-time supporter of a 
regional park in the area ... This ties in 
with the need for open land. In terms of 
open land in ratio to population, this is 


the most park-starved area in the nation. 
It is also part of an overall effort to elim- 
inate under-utilized federal property." 


Thornton placed the many correspond- 


ences back in the file and said, "We've 
put out $5,000 for the preliminary plans. I 
know we're sticking our neck out, but 
heck, we have to show we're serious. It's 
been a long, long time — ID years. A lot 
of people have been working on this and 
'now it looks like it's, finally coming 
around."

Addition to mental health 
center offices delayed 


Construction on an addition to Elk 


G r o v e-Schaumburg Township Mental 
Health Center offices has been delayed. 


Approval of a bid for work on the four- 


room addition was expected to come at a 
meeting of the mental health center 
board last week, but only five of the 15 
board members showed up.

Brother Ferdinand Ley- 
va, director of the hospital, has already 
informed Rosen by letter that a new 
lease is being drawn up by the hospital's 
attorney and should be ready at any 
time. 


Two bids were received for construc- 


tion of the addition, which will allow the 


mental health center to hire several new 
counselors. Both bids were about $5,000 
higher than expected. The job was origi- 
nally estimated at $15,000. Both bids 
were just over $20,000, the low bidder 
being Thomas Construction Co of Elk 
Grove Village who bid slightly more than 
$20,100. Thomas has already done remod- 
eling work at The Farmhouse. 


According to Rosen, the reason for the 


higher cost was due to the fact that heat- 
ing and air-conditioning systems now at 
The Farmhouse will not accommodate 
the addition and will have to be replaced. 


Rosen said money to make up for the 


higher construction cost will probably 
come by cutting back hiring personnel. 
Four new counselors were to be hired. 
Now, only three-full-time counselors will 
probably be hired, according to Rosen. 


IN OTHER action the board heard a 


report from Rosen recommending that 
some fees for mental health center 
clients be raised. Fees at the present 
time run from $2 to $25 per session de- 
pending on income, marital status, de- 
pendents and ability to pay. The pro- 
posed increases would average about S2 
per session although the minimum fee of 
$2 and fees for lower income brackets 
would remain unchanged. 


Rosen added that no one is turned 


away from the mental health center be- 
cause of the inability to pay and most 
people pay less than the fee schedule 
prescribes. 


No action was taken by the board due 


to the lack of a quorum. Action on the 
matter could come at the next meeting 
of the board, scheduled for Oct. 25.

In December, 1970, Community Service 


was reorganized ns.a not-for-profit corpo- 
ration. The Incorporation enabled the 
agency to receive funds from various 
charity organizations, in addition to vil- 
lage funds, to provide counseling ser- 
vices. 


Prior to 1972. Elk Grove, Schnumburg, 


Palatine and Wheeling townships were a 
mental health district receiving mental 
health services from the Northwest Men- 
tal 
Health Association 
in 
Arlington 


Heights. In 1973. the area was split. 


Community Service applied for and re- 


ceived a grant from Ihc Illinois Depart- 
ment of Mental Health to establish a 
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mental health center serving Elk Grove 
and Sclinumburg townships. 


With the establishment of the mental 


health center, the confusion set in. Com- 
munity Service had become primarily a 
counseling service for the residents of 
the village. The mental health center as- 
sumed the counseling services, but for 
residents of the two townships, not just 
Elk Grove Village. 


COMMUNITY SEUVICE was funded 


primarily by village money. The mental 
health center is eligible for funding by 
the state mental health department, con- 
tributions from the township govern- 
ments, and municipalities within the 
townships and various charitable organi- 
zations. 


The Farmhouse, which had been used- 


for Community Service counseling pro- 
grams and was remodeled using village 
funds became the main facility for the 


. mental health center. 


Rosen was the executive director for 


both agencies. 


Community Service, which had become 


almost exclusively a counseling agency, 
was left with few ongoing programs. 


Boards of directors meetings for Com- 


munity Service and the mental health 
center were confusing members who had 
trouble deciding which issues belonged to 
Community Service, which belonged to 
the mental health center and which be- 
longed to both. 


The Elk 
Grove Vlllnge board of 


trustees became disturbed over the con- 
fusion. Board members felt the village 
had "lost" its agency, Community Ser- 
vice, to the mental health center. They 
did not like Ihe idea of the mental health 
center taking over many of the duties 
previously associated with Community 
Service because the village had no direct 
control over the mental health center as 
it did over Community Service.

Chicago police are training three new 


rookies for investigative work as super 
sleuths. 


But the rookies are not policemen — 


they are police bloodhounds recently ac- 
quired for the department's canine train- 
ing center at 320 Touhy Ave., Des 
Plaines. 


The hounds — Darling, 5; Lady and 


Big Red, both 10 months — arc being 
integrated into what was previously an 
all-German Shepherd outfit, according to 
Lt. Robert O'Toolc, supervisor of the dog 
training unit. 


"The state penal farm at Vandalia is 


phasing the dogs out of their program so 
we took them," O'Toolesnld. 


The dogs will be used for anything 


from sniffing out criminals to searching 
buildings and tracking down lost chil- 
dren, according to O'Toole. 


O'TOOLE SAID the use of bloodhounds 


is a test program to see how they will 


wt* i 


perform as police dogs. "If It's deter- 
mined the hounds are giving us some- 
thing the shepherds don't, they'll be 
maintained on a regular basis." 


During the training at the DCS Plaines 


school, the dogs will be oriented to the 
tasks of big city sniffing. "These dogs 
are basically farm-oriented," O'Toole 
said. "There's a big difference in the 
types of scents a police dog will encouiv 
tcr in the city as opposed to a farm area 
so they'll have to be reoriented." 


At the center, police put the dogs 


through an obstacle course consisting of 
a scries of jumps, climbs and platforms 
designed to train the doc" in various 
sniffing and tracking techniques. 


Police dogs arc used on patrols in 


high-crime areas in Chicago on a regular 
basis where the sniffing and tracking 
abilities of a dog are most needed by 
police. 


O'TOOLE MENTIONED certain Chi- 


cago parks, areas' in the loop, and CTA 
elevated train platforms "where crime 


patterns develop" as places where the 
dogs arc used most frequently. 


The bloodhounds will probably not be 


used on routine patrols, O'Toole said but 
will be saved for special tracking assign- 
ments. 


"Bloodhounds are excellent sniffers, 


but just don't have the natural protective 
instinct towards their handlers that Ger- 
man Shepherds do." 


During training, each dog is handled 


and cared for exclusively by a single of- 
ficer assigned to the dog. When not train- 
ing at the center, the dogs remain at 
home with their handler. 


German Shepherds become protective 


of their handlers whereas the blood- 
hounds are not that "aggressive," he 
said. 


"Police dogs seem to enjoy then- work 


too," O'Toolc said. "They always seem 
to be anxious to go with their officer." 
The average police dog sees about eight 
to 10 years of service on the 47-dog unit, 
he said.

Heart Association of North Cook County. It was developed 
and expanded by Hannah Wilson, Dist. 54 director of health 
services, and teachers who taught the program at Dirksen 
and Collins schools last year. 


PARTICIPATING schools this year include Dirksen, Col- 


lins, Hale, Blackhawk, Dooley, Schaumburg, Fox, Eisen- 
hower, Hillcrest, Fairview, Churchill, Lakeview, Hanover and 
McArthur. 


Carl Seltzer, curriculum director said teachers, students 


and parents expressed a keen intrest in the program last 
year. 


Students learned to use a stethoscope and sphygmometer to 


test their own blood pressure. They also did their own blood 
typing and conducted individual projects on prevention of 
heart disease. 


Family involvement was overwhelming, said Seltzer who 


recommended the proposal adapted by the board. 


In the program models of the heart are used together with 


blood testing kits and typing kits. Films and lectures by a 
cardiologist, nurse and a member of the Red Cross are part 
of the course. 


It will cost $4,649 to purchase materials and pay costs of the 


program. The Heart Association will give the district $615 
worth of materials and train teachers.

About 350 teachers marched to the Pal- 


15 adminis- 
tration building during salary talks last 
night. 


"We're just supporting our negotiating 


team," said one teacher. Some of the 
teachers carried signs with cither the 
names of different schools or brief state- 
ments such as "Professional pay for pro- 
fessionals." Most were empty-handed. 


The teachers, who started this school 


year without a new wage contract, 
marched from Pleasant Hill School, 434 
W. Illinois, to the administration build- 
ing, 505 S. Qucntin, keeping to the side of 
the road to avoid traffic. 


Once at the building, they lined up 


along the driveway leading from the 


back parking lot to the front door and 
clapped as their negotiators walked past 
them. 


Members of the board negotiating 


team entered through a side door, avoid- 
ing the driveway. Board president Walt 
Sundling rcfifsed to comment on the 
demonstration, but board member How- 
ard Mcadors said "This does not mean 
anything to us. I have no reaction." 


TEACHERS AND the school board

Revenue sharing is a federal pro- 
gram to distribute part of the U.S. gov- 
ernment's Income to state and local gov- 
ernments. 


Countryside center will receive up to 


$4,500 to support rehabilitation work- 
shops for an estimated eight handi- 
capped adults from Palatine Township. 


The township's largest allocation went 


to the Headstart program. Fifteen Pala- 
tine township children arc already in the 
Schaumburg-based program. An addi- 
tional 15 township preschoolers will be 
able to join the program with the town- 
ship's $13,500 allocation. 


"We could open a center in Palatine 


Township within 30 to 45 days," said 
Headstart spokesman Charles Joly. 


THE HEADSTART program for Pala- 


tine Township preschoolers 
will be 


moved from Schaumburg to Palatine 
Township when the expanded program 
begins. 


One of the township's most con- 


troversial requests, to fund the venereal 
disease detection clinic for teens, re- 
ceived approval for up to $5,000 on a one- 
time basis. 


The Crossroads representatives met

Statistics from 
the clinic in the past three months were 
detailed by clinic coordinator Barbara 
Mlchelin. 


"We hove seen, 250 youths in the first

Township come through the clinic each 
week.

planned for the site, but the district took 
the advice of David Gill, a golf course 
architect, and left the land In "passive 
use." The plans were scrapped in favor 
of waiting for the Navy land and even- 
tually the Army acreage. 


"Why a golf course? Well, It's the best 


possible use for the land. There is no 
need for more picnicking areas — it's not 
suitable for that anyway," Thornton 
said. 


According to him, a golf course on the 


land represents the best use because: 1. 
Golf courses arc good revenue-producers. 
2. The land could be used for wjnter rec- 
reation. 3. Storm water basins could be 
Incorporated into the course to alleviate 
flooding in the village. 


"We have found golf courses to be very 


good revenue-producers. We checked all 
around the area, and we don't know of 
any that aren't a success," Thornton 
said. 


THORNTON'S timetable calls for ac- 


quiring the Navy land from GSA around 
the first of the year, construction of a 
nine-hole course, followed by acquistlon 
of the Army land and completion of a full 
Hi-hole course with a clubhouse. 


The first task is just about assured, 


according, to persons close to land trans- 
fer. A spokesman for Rep. Crane said no 
other bids for the Navy land are fore- 
seen. 


The parks retained architect Gill at a 


cost of $5,000 to develop plans for the 
base. This was done to present the feder- 
al government with concrete proposals 
for the land; a necessary step in gaining 
"surplus" land. 


There is another aspect the govern- 


ment wants to know about: what is the 
cost and how will It be financed? 


"A very round, ballpark figure for the 


entire 18 holes and a clubhouse would be 
around 
$1 million," 
Thornton said. 


"We're still debating about the financing. 
We can have revenue or general obliga- 
tion bonds. Revenue bonds would have to 
be paid off before money (from a golf 
facility) could go to other things, with G. 
0. bonds, the money can go around while 
they arc being paid off. Our consultants 
with the National Golf Federation tell us 
G.O. bonds have a very good record of 
passing. Offhand, I can't think of any 
that haven't passed for a golf course."

2. The land could be used for winter rec- 
reation. 3. Storm water basins could be 
incorporated into the course to alleviate 
flooding in the village. 


"We have found golf courses to be very 


good revenue-producers. We checked all 
around the area, and we don't know of 
any that aren't a success," Thornton 
said. 


THORNTON'S timetable calls for ac- 


quiring the Navy land from GSA around 
the first of the year, construction of a 
nine-hole course, followed by acquistion 
of the Army land and completion of a full 
IB-hole course with a clubhouse. 


The first task is just about assured, 


according to persons close to land trans- 
fer. A spokesman for Rep. Crane said no 
other bids for the Navy land arc fore- 
seen. 


The parks retained architect Gill at a

An ambulance tax tcferciulum to he 


held Satuiilay is planned to raise those 
funds. 


A user's fee was recommended In the 


study prepared under contract with the 
village by National Loss Control Service 
Corp., Ixinj; Grove. However, district of- 
ficials have avoided the mandatory fee 
and about two months ago suggested 
uscn make ambulance donations In- 
stead. 


The district so far has not received 


funds from donations. The referendum 


will determine if the fire district will be 
allowed to levy an ambulance tax. The 
maximum rate permitted by law is 25 
cents per $100 of assessed valuation. Dis- 
trict officials have estimated the district 
will need a rate between 10 and 15 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation. 


THE ESTIMATED rates would gcncr- 


ate between $75,000 and $105,000. An own- 
er of a home assessed at $10,000 would 
pay between $10 and $15 in additional 
taxes the first year. 
~- 


Thc report estimated the district would 


pay about $140,000 a year solely to main- 
tain ambulance service — including 
manpower and all equipment. Presently, 
these costs arc charged to the district's 
general operating fund. 


District trustees estimate It will cost 


more than $20,000 a year to maintain two 


ambulances. The extra funds, if ap- 
proved, would possibly pay a shore of 
paramedics' salaries, thus freeing some 
money to pay off a $32,000 debt expected 
at the end of this fiscal year. 


The extra money could also cover any 


anticipated increase in the number of 
ambulance calls. In 1972, there were t>i4 
ambulance cails. District officials have 
estimated that each call costs about $30. 


"The ambulance service as presently 


provided by the HEFPD is of a high 
standard," the report said. "With the ris- 
ing cost of providing all services, it boils 
down to the simple fact that some form 
of assistance must be provided or the 
service will need to be cut back In the 
same manner that is occurring in so 
many other services."

School board ivrapup 
Refusal to pay fees 
-no report card? 


John Emma told the Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 School 


Board that they were creating a psychological problem for 
his children and punishing him by withholding report cards 
for objecting to pay a book fee. 


"Who are you disciplining? Me or my child?" the Schaum- 


burg man asked at last Thursday's meeting. 


"This is a harmful action and could damage" his children's 


personalities, Emma maintains. "I object to paying a book 
fee. I haven't paid for five years and don't plan on starting 
now." 


Emma said the district can't prove to him that each penny 


paid in book fees is used directly to purchase or mend books. 
"If they could, I'd pay the money," he added. 


HE SAYS board members and administrators told him all 


funds are pooled together to pay for everything. 


"Why I could be paying for salaries or something," he said. 
Supt. Wayne Sensible said the district does collect a book 


fee to defray expenses and will continue to do so. He told 
Emma that in hardship cases the fee is waived. 


Emma said he plans to sue the district if his children do not 


receive a report card to take home at the next marking peri- 
od. 


"They are making my kid different and I don't think it's 


fair," he complained. 


Students study the heart 


Sixth-graders in 14 Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 schools 


will take part in an in-depth study of the heart and circulato- 
ry system. 


The program is based on a curriculum provided by the 


Heart Association of North Cook County. It was developed 
and expanded by Hannah Wilson, Dist. 54 director of health 
services, and teachers who taught the program at Dtrksen 
and Collins schools last year. 


PARTICIPATING schools this year include Dirksen, Col- 


lins, Hale, Blackhawk, Dooley, Schaumburg, Fox, Eisen- 
hower, Hillcrest, Fairview, Churchill, Lakeview, Hanover and 
McArthur. 


Carl Seltzer, curriculum director said teachers, students 


and parents expressed a keen intrest in the program last 
year. 


Students learned to use a stethoscope and sphygmomcter to 


test their own blood pressure. They also did their own blood 
typing and conducted individual projects on prevention of 
heart disease. 


Family involvement was overwhelming, said Seltzer who 


recommended the proposal adapted by the board. 


In the program models of the heart arc used together with 


blood testing kits and typing kits. Films and lectures by a 
cardiologist, nurse and a member of the Red Cross are part 
of the course. 


It will cost $4,649 to purchase materials and pay costs of the 


program. The Heart Association will give the district $615 
worth of materials and train teachers. 


Attitude survey is set 


A community attitude survey will be taken in Schaumburg 


Township School Dist. 54 within the next few months. 


The survey, to be conducted by Dr. Harold Collins of North- 


ern Illinois University, is to determine the attitudes of resi- 
dents on such things as educational programs, facilities, 
lunch programs, teaching staff and transportation. Up to 
$7,500 has been allocated to cover its cost. 


Board member Gordon Thoren, chairman of the community 


relations committee, recommended the survey. He said it will 
be used along with other sources to help plot the future oper- 
ation of the district. 


The board members and community relations committee 


will meet Nov. 8 to discuss it further.

$9 million 
Holy Family 
project starts 


Ground will be broken today nt 2 p.m. 


for a $9 million construction and modern- 
ization project at Holy Family Hospital 
In DCS Plnlncs. 


The projects are designed to expand 


and Improve patient care service, ac- 
cording to Sister M. Amata, executive 
vice president. 


Enlarged and remodeled facilities will 


expand Intensive and coronary care ser- 
vices, emergency room, pathology, radio- 
logy, nuclear medicine and adminis- 
trative facilities. The addition of 10 co- 
ronary care beds and eight Intensive 
care beds will Increase bed capacity 
from 235 to 233. 


"WITH THESE NEW and remodeled 


facilities, Holy Family can meet the an- 
ticipated growth and changes In our hos- 
pital's role In the community," Sister 
Amata said. 


The project has been approved by the 


Hospital Planning Council of Metropoli- 
tan Chicago, the Northeastern Illinois 
Planning Commission, Comprehensive 
Health Planning, Inc. and the North Sub- 
urban Association for Health Resources. 


A notice of capital expenditure hns 


been filed with the Comprehensive State 
Health Planning Agency nnd Catholic 
Church authorities have granted per- 
mission for the hospital to negotiate a 
loan. 


Administrative offices and electrical 


and mechanical services will also be ex- 
panded and upgraded. 


ONE OF THE major portions of tho 


project will be housed In new construc- 
tion on the south end of the hospital, near 
the emergency area. A tower design will 
house the intensive care and coronary 
care units, designed to provide complete 
privacy for each patient and constant 
visual supervision from the nurses' sta- 
tion. Each bed will have a complete 
monitoring system for vital functions. 


Tho emergency room will be enlarged 


to a trauma unit with 11 treatment 
spaces. It will Include a separate room 
equipped for caring for patients with 
serious heart nnd breathing problems. 


Special monitoring of patients can take 


place in the emergency room by tele- 
metry. 


Five of the emergency spaces can also 


serve as holding or observation beds 
where patients may stay on a non-admit- 
ted basis following an injury. The deport- 
ment will provide more waiting room, on 
call physician's room and a police room 
for officers accompanying emergency 
patients. 


The emergency area also will Include 


five examining rooms where private phy- 
sicians may examine and treat out-pat- 
ients. Ambulances will drive up to an en- 
larged, covered area where four ambu- 
lances can be unloaded simultaneously. 
An infa-rcd solar heating device will be 
trigBored with arrival of an ambulance so 
patients arc not subjected to extreme 
variations In temperature. 


SPACE FOR enlarging radiology, pa- 


thology and administrative facilities will 
be provided In the first floor wing across 
the front of the hospital facing River 
Road and along the north side. 


Radiology will be enlarged SO per cent. 


The new pathology department, twice the 
present size, will be In the front of the 
hospital. 


Tho new administrative center will 


contain about 50,000 square feet of space 
for offices, meeting rooms, visitors 
lounge and gift shop.

Mystery still shrouds 
man's death in Chile

Why? That simple question hns begun 


to resound since the death of a DCS 
Plalncs man in Santiago, Chile. 


A puzzled group of friends and rela- 


tives have wondered aloud why Frank 
Tcruggi Jr., 23, of 731 S. Third Ave., DCS 
Plalnes, was killed there. The circum- 
stances surrounding his death still re- 
main clouded. 


All that is known Is that Teruggl was 


last seen by his roommate, David Hath- 
away of Seattle, Wash., on Sept. 21. His 
body was identified In a Santiago morgue 
last week. What might have transpired 
between the time he was taken awny 
from his cell In the soccer stadium and 
shot still remains unknown. 


Chilean government officials contend 


Hint Tcruggi was not executed by the 
government, but had been released from 
custody. 


THEY INSIST that Tcruggi was shot 


on the street and by a weapon of a differ- 
ent caliber from those used by the mili- 
tary. 


But tho story does not sit well with at 


least one person — David Hathaway. 


"If they released Frank one day after 


we were arrested; why did they hold me 
and other foreigners for nearly a week. 
It makes no sense," Hathaway said. 


"Perhaps he was Involved in some- 


thing that was unknown to us, but that is 
only a supposition," he added. Hathaway 
said persons he knew who were active- 
ly Involved in left wing activities were 
not harmed by tho military. 


"My only other thought is that this was 


a tragic mistake. There were many of 
those made during the overthrow," he 
said. 


HATHAWAY SAID Terugpi, who had 


been studying economics since 1971, was 
not actively Involved in political student 
groups loyal to ousted Marxist President 
Salvador Allcndc. 


But he said Tcruggi had been working 


for a group translating magazines and 
news reports into Spanish. 


"The group, the North American Infor- 


mation Forces, translated the news from 
a different point of view than the U.S. 
media did," he said. He added the work 
also involved news of "imperialistic and 
o p p r e s s i v e actions against workers 
throughout the world." 


Hathaway said the group was not affil- 


iated with the University of Chile, where 
Tcruggi was a student, but it was consid- 
ered a "scholarly organization." 


"This was a very serious research 


group," Hathaway said. 


Hathaway, a metal lathe operator, suid 


he was In the country about a year and a 
roommate of Teruggl for about seven 
months. 


"The Marxist and left wing literature 


Frank had were not unusual, many of 
the books had been on sale for about tan 
years, even before Allendo took power," 
he said.

Residents charge pollution 
coming from Wetter Creek

A group of Des Plaines women may 


try to block the Metropolitan Sanitary 
District (MSD) from issuing any addi- 
tional sewer permits for projects along 
Weller Creek. 


The action, which Is one of the tactics 


being considered by the Cumberland Ter- 
race Civic Association, results from what 
residents have termed a serious health 
problem. They contend large amounts of 
raw sewage are being dumped into the 
creek upstream In Mount Prospect and 
other towns. 


Officials from both Des Plaines and 


the MSD admit that the creek, which 
runs from near the Barrington area to 
the Des Plaines River, is polluted, but 
contend there are no short range solu- 
tions available. 


DES PLAINES Environmental Officer 


Philip Lindahl said recently he has been 
told a number of major projects will 
have to be completed before the sewage 
problem can be reduced. 


But the women, including Shelly Ccr- 


ney, 209 Washington St., DCS Plaines. be- 
lieve-something can be done and they 
feel city and MSD officials arc dragging 
their feet. 


"The city and the MSD has told us that 


there is nothing we can do to improve 
the situation," she said. Mrs. Cerney 
said combined sewage systems in Mount 
Prospect allow for raw sewage to be 
dumped into the creek during periods of 
heavy rains. 


"I do not see why the creek has to be 


that dirty. 15 years ago, the water was 
clean and you could even fish out of it," 


said Loralee Hlnton, of 237 Washington. 


"We would like to see the city help re- 


move this health problem," added Nancy 
Anda, of 242 Washington. 


THE WOMEN said City Sanitarian 


, Marvin Martin has helped to eliminate a 
rat problem also bothering persons living 
near the creek. They said Martin has put 
out rat bait and traps several times. 
. 


The creek was cited as one of the dir- 


tiest in Illinois by the state Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency (EPA) several 
years ago and the local residents said 
there is little that has been done to 
change the problem. 


City officials said they have been told 


by the MSD that the problems along 
Weller Creek will not improve sub- 
stantially until several new sewage 
treatment plants, including the con- 
troversial O'Hare facility, are construct- 
ed and put into operation. 


The civic association is also concerned 


about the hazard the creek represents for 
local children and the possibility of flood- 
ing. 
- 


"We have lost 10 feet of our back- 


yard," said Mrs. Ollle Sloan. While the 
city has done some work to Improve (he 
banks of the creek, the residents said the 
last major channel improvements were 
made in 1969 and 1970 and more work 
needs to be done. Some work on the 
creek was performed more recently in 
Mount Prospect. 


"We haven't been getting satisfactory 


answers to any of our questions and 
there seems like there should be more 
people concerned about this problem," 
Mrs. Cerney said. 


held by the military he feared for his 
safety. 


"Tho military threatened to shoot us

"All they wanted to know is who we

Hathaway said he was surprised when 


he and Teruggi were separated. 


"I thought he was just taken away to 


be questioned. I was really surprised to 
learn that he had not been back to our 
apartment after I had been released." 


HATHAWAY SAID when he returned 


to their apartment In a suburb of San- 
tiago, none of Tcruggi's belongings had 
been disturbed. 


"If in fact he had been released, he 


never returned to the apartment," Hath- 
away added. 


Hathaway also joined several critics of 


the U.S. State Department for their han- 
dling of the situation In Chile. 


"No one from the government con- 


tacted my family to tell them we were 
being held, they learned of it through the 
grape vine," he said. 


"I have talked to other Americans, 


who wore not arrested, who went to the 
embassy to seek help, but they were giv- 
en the cold shoulder. The government 
has been very lax in this whole situ- 
ation," he said. 


HATHAWAY SAID Teruggl shared 


many Marxist views of the Allcndc re- 
gime, but did not totally support the gov- 
ernment. 


He also explained that Tcruggi was 


apparently an innocent bystander during 
an attempted coup d'etat last June. 


"Frank had just left a French class at 


tho university and an army battalion was 
staging an attack on the presidential pal- 
ace just down the street. He was hit in 
the ankle by a ricocheting bullet." 


The coup failed in June, but the revolt 


which started Sept. II succeeded. Frank 
Teruggi's gunshot wound had not yet 
healed, Hathaway said. 


TERUGGI'S BODY apparently laid 


with hundreds of others in the Santiago 
morgue for 12 days — unidentified. The 
long, agonizing wait for information 
about Frank Teruggi ended. 


"An American friend of ours told me 


that was how he was certain the corpse 
In the morgue was Frank," Hathaway 
said.

The above breakdown represents the acres held by the con- 


k-sting parties In the struggle for control of the Arlington 
Heights Nike Ha.sc on Central Road. The park district hopes 
to shut cut Urn Army in the future, but the fight is far from 
finished. 


Last week the parks gained some hope In adding 52 acres to 


their total with (he announcement by Rep. Philip M. Crane, 
IM2lh, that the Defense Department no longer needs that 
parcel of land for Navy housing. The parks still must wait .10 
to !K) day.s for the General Services Administration to poll 
other federal agencies to determine if any of them want the 
Innd. 


The sides have been drawn up for use of the land. On one 


side Is the Army maintaining the missile base is necessary to 
defend Chicago from an enemy attack. The Army also uses 
the site for National Guard maneuvers. The other side com- 
prises the park district, area homeowners, a congressman 
and U.S. senators. 


THE ARMY FACILITY has had a checkered career. Should 


the parks eventually get the land, it will have served as a 
prison ciimp, an airfield, a trailer park, a missile base, an 
equipment depot for the Illinois National Guard and finally a 
golf cuur.se. 


Thomas Thornton, park district director, has a six-Inch- 


thick file, dating back 10 years, on efforts to acquire the land 
for a park. 


"The first letter is dated Nov. 1. 19U3, to U.S. Sen. Paul 


Douglas. We were asking about the site then. We had heard 
100 acres of It was goinR to be declared surplus, so we includ- 
ed development of it in the IUG4 referendum. Well, it wasn't 
surplus after till, so we had to change the referendum 
around." Thornton said of his first attempt to get part of the 
1.17-ncrc site. 


To Thornton, nnd park officials, the Nike base is an upon 


plum In the midst of rapid urban and suburban sprawl. It is, 
according to him, one of the last big hind parcels the district 
could acquire at a minimum of monetary outlay. 


"Open land Is needed In this growth area. We have about 


.150 acres of open land for 70,000 residents and the minimum 
ratio Is 10 acres per 1,000 people. So you can sec, we're in bad 
shape. Even with the entire base, we'd still be well below that 
standard," he said. 
• 


THE.PARKS SCORED their first victory in improving the 


ratio'in August when 13 acres of the base were deeded to the 
district. The land, across from Northwest Community Hospi- 
tal, was outside the perimeter fence of the base. 


A small nine-hole golf course was planned for the site, but 


the district took the advice of David Gill, a golf course archi- 
tect, and left the land in "passive use." The plans were 
scrapped in favor of'waiting for the Navy land and eventually 
the Army acreage. 


"Why a-golf course? Well, it's the best possible use for the 


land. There is no need for more picnicking areas — it's not 
suitable for that anyway," Thornton said. 


According to him, a golf course on the land represents the 


best use because: 1. Golf courses are good revenue-produc- 
ers. 2. The land could be used for winter recreation. 3. Storm 
water basins could be incorporated Into the course to alle- 
viate flooding in the village. 


"We have found golf courses to be very good revenue-pro- 


ducers. We checked all around the area, and we don't know of 
any that aren't a success," Thornton said. 


THORNTON'S timetable calls for acquiring the Navy land 


from GSA around the first of the year, construction of a nine- 
hole course, followed by acquistion of the Army land and 
completion of a full 18-hoIe course with a clubhouse. 


The first task is just about assured, according to persons 


close to land transfer. A spokesman for Rep. Crane said no 
other bids for the Navy land are foreseen. 


The parks retained architect Gill at a cost of $5,000 to 


develop plans for the base. This was done to present the 
federal government with concrete proposals for the land; a 
necessary step in gaining "surplus" land. 


There is another aspect the government wants to know 


about: what is the cost and how will it be financed? 


"A very round, ballpark figure for the entire 18 holes and a 


clubhouse would be around $1 million," Thornton said. 
"We're still debating about the financing. We can have reve- 
nue or general obligation bonds. Revenue bonds would have 
to be paid off before money (from a golf facility) could go to 
other things. With G. 0. bonds, the money can go around 
while they are being paid off. Our consultants with the Na- 
tional Golf Federation tell us G.O. bonds have a very good 
record of passing. Offhand, I can't think of any that haven't 
passed for a golf course." 


THE ARMY IS not lihcly to give up the Nike base without a 


struggle. It has been termed "vital to the air defense of the

Sisters find each other 
after 20-year search

"I am looking for my sister, Car- 


line Dohm," Florence Korf wrote 
Minnesota state officials nearly 20 
years ago. "She was adopted when 
she was four years old, back In 
1917." 


It has been 56 years since Mrs. 


Korf of 507 W. Miner, Arlington 
Heights had last seen her little sister, 
Carline. It was only 20 years ago 
when she began a letter campaign 
searching for her. Despite the in- 
quiries made to state and county offi- 
cials, Carline was never found. 


But recently the two sisters found 


each other and spent two days talk- 
ing about what had happened during 
those years. They found they both 
had something In common: They 
were both looking for each other. 


THERE WERE four Dohm sisters, 


all living with their mother back in 
the early 1900's in Wlnona, Minn., a 
small town by the river coast of the 
Mississippi. When Mrs. Korf was 12 
years old, she and her sisters were 
separated. 


Ruth, the oldest one, went to live 


with her grandmother. Mrs. Korf and 
another sister, Evelyn, were placed 
in a foster home. And tho youngest, 
Carline, was adopted by a couple liv- 
ing in LaCrossc, Wis. 


"After a few years we were reu- 


nited with our mother," said Mrs. 
Korf, now 70. "Everyone was back 
but Carline. Mother felt pretty bad 
about getting everyone back but that 
one." 


Mrs. Korf moved to the Chicago 


area when she was married. The dis- 
tance away from her family caused 
her to think of her sister more. "I 
wanted to sec her so bad," she said. 
"I knew she was around some- 
where." 


SHE SENT letters to state and pri- 


vate agencies and watted for an- 
swers that would give a clue to tho 
whereabouts of Carline. But all her 
letters were Ignored. 


A letter sent two years ago did re- 


sult In a reply. Officials told her chat 
there were no records available, and 
if there were, they said they were 
reluctant to release information on 
adopted children. 


"Perhaps they think It would mess 


up their lives," said Mrs. Korf. "I 
never thought I could find her. Ev- 


eryone told me there were no 
records." • 


Meanwhile, 
Carline, 
or rather 


Dorothy, the name that was given to 
her when she was adopted, found 
traces of her real identity. "I had an 
inkling that I was adopted or some- 
thing like that," said Dorothy, who is 
now Mrs. Eugene Arentz of Owa- 
laska, Wis, "But I never paid too 
much attention to it until eight or 
nine years ago.

dence. "When she called f told her 
she was looking at the wrong place," 
said Mrs. Korf. "I told her I didn't 
have a sister by that name. But then 
I asked her where she was calling 
from. And then I knew she was Car- 
line. I told her I had a sister named 
Carline and she said, 'Is that my 
name?'" 


The sisters talked over the phone 


for hours. "It was like I have never 
been away from her," said Mrs. 
Arentz. "It didn't seem strange at 
all. There were no tears." 


THE ARENTZ family came to Ar- 


lington Heights last month to sec 
Mrs. Korf and her family. When the 
two sisters met, they knew they were 
related. "We looked alike and my 
kids and her kids looked alike. There 
was a resemblance," Mrs. ArenU 
said. 


It's a perfect story, they said. 


"People don't see each other for a 
long time but they know where they 
are," said Mrs. Korf. Both are writ- 
Ing letters to fill each other in on 
what they did during those 56 years. 
They plan to see each other often. 


During the visits, everyone will 


call Mrs. Arentz by the name she 
grew up with — Dorothy. "I still call 
her Carline," said Mrs. Korf. "I'll al- 
ways call her Carline." 


What does Mrs. Arentz think of 


that? "Carline LaVerne," she said,

(/tan the fence ordinance requires. 


In opposing the Wcsthury rojcct, Mrs. 


fcnsen related the history of the proper- 
ty, formerly known as Howlc-in-thc-Ilills, 


describing it as "riddled with hindsight, 
but not too much foresight." She noted 
there arc arguments on both sides of the 
proposal, but pointed out her objections. 
The marshy land conditions will be ex- 
pensive to correct, and "when it comes 
to money, developers don't like to spend 
It," she said. She noted the property cov- 
ers only 75 acres more than Moon Lake 
Village subdivision, but will house resi- 
dents equal in number to half the current 
population of Hoffman Estates. 


Mid-rise. structures will be about 500 


feet from the Winston Knolls single-fami- 
ly home subdivision, she sold.

Trustee Melvln Timmons, who lives in

Hofcrt is to report agreement to the 


plan by the village before Chief U.S. Dis- 
trict Court Judge Edwin Robson at 2 
p.m. today. The settlement will not be 
final until Meridian deposits the $5.6 mil- 
lion purchase price for the property and 
sufficient funds to finance other provi- 
sions of the settlement. Preparation of 
legal documents may take 30 days, Hofcrt 
has said.

Computer service 
weighed by library 


Librarians at the Arlington Heights 


Memorial Library soon may be able to 
determine overdue books or the avail- 
ability of a book in another library in- 
stantly by means of a computer system. 


Officials of several libraries belonging 


to the North Suburban Library System, 
including Frank Dempsey, executive li- 
brarian of the Arlington Heights library, 
have begun a feasibility study on pur- 
chasing or leasing a computer system 
from the Computer Library Services Inc. 


"It will better the library service, 


enabling us to tell immediately when a 
book is due or have overdue notices 
printed out right away," said Dempsey. 
"But this is strictly in the discussion 
stage." 


Because of the cost of the computer, 


an estimate of $53,000, area libraries arc 
considering sharing the use of the com- 
puter and sharing the costs and ex- 
penses.
